IN AUGUST 1791, AT CATE FRANCOIS, 


“ Their ftandard was the body of a white infant, which 
they had recently impaled on a ftake !” 


” THE ravages of the enemy, and the cruelties which 

they exetcited, uncontsrouled, on fuch of the mife- 
rable whites as fell into their hands, cannot be remem- 
bered without horror, nor reported in terms ftrong enough 
to convey a proper idea of their atrocity. 

They feized Mr, Blen, and officer of the police, and 
having nailed him alive to one of the gates of this planta- 
tion, chopped off his limbs, one by one, with an axe. 

A poor man, named Robert, a carpenter by trade, en- 
deavoring to conceal himfeif from the notice ef the re- 
bels, was difcovered in his hiding place; amd the favages 
declared, that he thould die inthe way of his occupation ; 
accorccug!ly they bound bim between two boards, and de- 
liberaicly fawed him afunder. 

’ M. Cardiseau, a planter of Grande Riviere, had two 
satural fons bya black womau. He had maaumitted 
thém in their infancy, amd bred them up with great ten- 
dernefs. They joined in the revolt ; and when their fa. 
ther endeavored to divert them from their purpole, by 
foothing language and pecuniary offers, they took his mo- 
ney, and then itabbed him to the heart, 

In the pasith of Limbe, ata place called the Great Ra- 


vine, a venerable planter, the father of two beautiful 


young ledies, was tied down by a favage ringleader of a 
band, who ravifhed the eldeft daughter in his prefence, 
and delivered over the youngeft to one of his followers : 
their paflion being fatished, they Maughtered both the fa- 
ther and the daughters. 

Amidft thefe fcenes of horror, an infance, however, 
occurs of fuch fidelity aud attachment in a negro, as is e. 
qually unexpeéted and affeéting. Monficur and Madame 
Baillon, their daughter and fon-in-law, andtwo white 
fervauts, refiding on a mountain plantation about thirty 
miles from Cape Francois, were apprized of the revolt by 
one of their own flaves, who was himfelf in the conipi- 
acy, but promifed, if poffible, to fave the lives of his 
mafter and his family, Having no immediate means ot 
providing for their efcape, he condu€ted them into an ad- 
jacent wood ; after which, he went and joined the revol- 
ters; the following night, he tound an opportunity of 
bringing them provifions from the rebel camp, The fe- 
cond night he returned again, with a further fupply of 
provifions; but declared, that it would be out of his pow- 
er to give them any further affiftance. After this they faw 
nothing ef the negro for three days; but atthe end of 
that time he came again and dire&ted the family how to 
make their way toa river which led to Port Margot, al- 
furing them, they would find a canoe on a part of the ri- 
ver which he defevibed. They followed his direétions, 
found the canoe, and got fafely into it; but were overfet 
by the rapidity of the current, and, after a norrow el- 
cape, thot it bef to return to their retreat in the moun- 
tains, The negro, anwous for their fafety, again found 
them out, and dire&ted them to a broader part of the ri- 
ver, where he affured them he had provided a boat; but 
faid it was the laft effort he could make to fave them. 
They went accordingly, but not finding the boat, gave 
themfelves up for lolt, when the faithful negro again ap- 
peared like the guardian angel. He brot with him pige- 
ons, poultry, and bread ; and condutted the family, by 
flow marches in the night, along the banks ef the river, un- 
til they were within fight of the wharf at Port Margot ; 
when, telling them they were

his intreaties were vain. The cannon to which Choifeu! 
was tied was jult going to be fired, when the. Algerine 
thiew his arms around his friend, aud addrefing buwlelf 
to the perfon who held the mateh, cried out, “ Fire, fuer 
I cannat fave my benefactor, 1 fhall at leat have the con- 
falation of dying with him.” The Dey, who beheld 
the whole fcene, was fo ruck with it, that his ferocious 
heart was foftencd, and he granted the Algerine’s requeit.
